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An illustration is given of a novel con- 
struction of vat, in which the rear making- 
cylinder -is elevated above the plane of the 
other cylinder or cylinders, a single pump 
being made to force the exhaust water from 
all of the cylinders back into the vat or mixing 
chamber, and a single pipe being also made to 
connect both the upper and lower vats with the 
There is furthera novel construction 
of the covers to the receptacles, for knots and 
other heavy substances, and to the means for 
operating them, whereby less agitation of 
their contents is produced; means also are 
employed for cleaning the felts and cylinders 
without stopping the machine. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of the vat, with 
the side walls partly broken away to show the 
arrangement of parts; Fig. 2 isa plan view. 

A and A’ represent the two parts of the 
outer tank or vat, made, by preference, in the 
form of rectangular water-tight compartments, 
and arranged one, A, on a higher plane and 
in such relation as to adapt it to feed the other 
by its overflow. 

Within the lower larger compartment, A’, is 
arranged one or more inner tanks or vats, B’, 
similar in form to the other compartment, A’, 
except that its bottom is raised above, and, 
by preference, set at an inclination to the bot- 
tom of tank A’, and terminates at one side in 
a curved side wall, C, conforming in curva- 
ture to the adjacent side of the cylinder D’, 
arranged in the vat or tank, end with the up- 
per edge of the wall terminating below the 
plane of the upper edge of the tank A’ to 
adapt it to fill from overflow into it from the 
latter. 

The tank A’ may be enlarged to contain ad- 
ditional tanks or inner vats and cylinders, as 
shown in B? D®, and a similar inner vat may 
be placed in the tank or compartment A, in 
connection with the upper cylinder, D, if de- 
sired, this arrangement serving to give the 
knots and heavy foreign substances opportu- 
nity to settle in the outer tank, and thereby to 
present the pulp in much better condition to 
the making cylinders than where the single or 
outer tank or vat only is employed. 

The upper tank or vat, A, has two or more 
compartments or chambers, formed by partial 
partitions @* a‘, for facilitating the thorough 
mixing of the pulp before it reaches the ‘‘ mak- 
ing cylinders,” and is connected with the lower 
vat, A’, by a pipe, a (or a and a’, one on each 
side, as shown in Fig. 2), provided in the vat 
A, with a gate, a’, to regulate the overflow 
from vat A through the pipe @ into the vat 
A’. The exhaust-water from the pulp passes 
into the cylinders, and thence through suit- 
able openings at their ends into a pipe-box 
or pipe, 4, communicating with the several 
cylinders and with a box or close com- 
partment, E, which at one end has a pump, 
E’, of any suitable construction, connected 
with it at e’, from which a water-pipe, ¢, leads 
to the mixing trough or box F, into which 
the exhaust-water is forced for use again. A 
pipe or box may be used on each side of the 
tank or vat, as indicated at 4 and 2’, Fig. 2, 
for facilitating the drawing off of the exhaust- 
water, both communicating through the com- 
partment E and pipe ¢ with the one pump 
at E’, 

The “‘ stuff-box ” is indicated at F' , arranged 
above the mixing-box F, and connected with 
the latter by a stuff-pipe, /, and the mixing- 
box is in turn arranged above the compart- 
ment A of the vat, for facilitating the dis- 
charge of its contents into the latter in any 
suitable manner. 

The arrangement of the ‘‘felts” is not par- 
ticularly new, except that for facility in clean- 
ing it is preferred to arrange a portion of the 
latter over the mixing trough or box to travel 
in a vertical path, as indicated at H’, so that 
the material taken therefrom, together with 
the water and acid used in cleaning, will fall 
into the box and be mixed with its contents. 

Above the mixing-box F is arranged the 
upper felt-washer or pipe or sprinkler, /’, and 
felt-cleaner »’, so that the water from the pipe 
will drop into the mixing-box. 

The receptacles for knots or other heavy 
substances, such as would be liable to injure

the paper or straw board, are arranged in the 
vat in a manner as described on the first page 
of THE JouRNAL for April 11, 1885; but the 
covers I of such as are in the inner vats, or 
such as work over curved sides, are jointed to 
adapt them to follow such sides, as shown— 
that is, they are composed of two or more 
parts or slats connected on their upper faces 
by hinges 7 in such manner as to permit them 
to partly fold upward in following the curved 
wall of the vat on which they rest. They are 
provided with rods 7, attached at one end to 
the edge of the cover or its lower side, one at 
each end, and with their opposite ends pro- 
jecting through perforations in the side wall 
of the receptacle, and provided with toothed 
racks 7’, which engage with pinions 4 on a 
shaft which at one end projects through the 


ee 


side wall of the vat, and is provided with a 
crank or other suitable means for operating it. 
Where the wall of the vat is not curved the 
joints in the cover will not be needed, and the 
covers may have racks applied directly to 
them at or near their ends, to engage with and 
be operated by a shaft with pinions, arranged 
as indicated at /, or in other suitable manner. 

In the construction of the cleaner for clean- 
ing the cylinders or felts, a suitable metal 
pipe, /, having a line or row of perfora- 
tions on one side, and mounted in suitable 
supports, #, is attached to the side walls of 
the vat. For cénvenience, the supports m are 
pivoted to the sides of the vat, or otherwise 
attached, in such manner that the pipe may 
be moved away from the felt or cylinder when 
not in use for cleaning it. To the pipe / is 
connected a suitable swab, #, made of felt, 
cloth, or other suitable material, nailed or 
otherwise secured to a bar or rod, f, and ex- 
tending under the pipe or between it and the 
felt or cylinder to be cleaned, and adapted to 
rest in contact therewith when in use. This 
swab is, by preference, connected with the 
pipe by loops 7’ #', which adapt it, if desired, 
to slide endwise thereon for effecting the more 
thorough cleaning of the felt or cylinder, and 
may be provided with a handle, as shown at 
p’, to rock the pipe to cause the acid to flow 


from the pipe onto the swab ; or it may be con- 
nected with a crank and suitable gearing, as 
shown at /*, actuated in any suitable manner, 
for imparting an endwise movement to the 
swab. 

The swab may be made by wrapping the 
cloth or felt around the perforated pipe, and 
adapting the latter, through suitable connec- 
tion with its supply-pipe, to be rotated in its 
bearings by means of a crank-handle, 7, or 
other suitable means. This latter construc- 
tion is more suitable for the felt-cleaner ; but 
the latter can be made in all respects the same 
as in the cylinder cleaner. 

The pipe / may be connected with a supply 
pipe or reservoir, in any suitable manner, for 
receiving its acid for cleansing purposes, and 
may be rocked, as described, for feeding the 
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acid to the swab, or the swab may be vibrated 
in contact with the cylinder or felt for cleans- 
ing it while the parts are in operation, there- 
by obviating the necessity for stopping the 


operation of the machine, and saving time. 
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Effect of Chemical Reagents on 
Cellulose.

I am often surprised at the large quan- 
tities of chemical reagents used by the paper 
maker in what seems to me not only in excess 
of the quantity necessary, but causing an 
actual loss in material. 

The object is to prepare cellulose in such a 
manner that it will be fitted for the manufac- 
ture of white paper. There are many sources 
of cellulose. In cotton we have it in a pure 
form, requiring little or no treatment to fit it 
for use. All other forms require more or less 
treatment to free them from the lignin, resin, 
&c., which accompany them. This work is 
performed outside of the paper mill, and when 
the paper maker takes hold of it, it is as pulp, 
rags or old papers. Here the cellulose is pure 
or nearly so) but “‘ dirty.” 


I am more familiar, perhaps, with those 
mills where paper is made from old paper, 
and what I have to say applies more particu- 
larly to this branch of the manufacture. 

Here we have paper the fibre of which has 
been derived from many sources. It is a felt- 
ing of short fibres of cellulose, held together 
by animal or vegetable size, the interstices 
being filled with various mineral matters held 
in place by the size. 

Now, if we could use something which 
would affect the ink and size alone, dissolving 
out the resinous acid and oil, then simple agi- 
tation with water would cause the fibre to fall 
apart and the mineral matter could be easily 
separated by washing. The washed fibre 
could then be used for white paper without the 
use of chemicals, except perhaps when we 
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have old paper, browned 
light, &c., when a little bleach may be used to 
brighten it. Mechanical difficulties interfere 
here, although there are solvents which will 
do it cheaply and thoroughly. We are com- 
pelled to use a reagent which will not only 
remove the oil and resin, but also attack the 
cellulose. Soda is used for this purpose. It 
acts on the ink, dissolving out the oil which 
binds together the lampblack, and thus loosens 
it from the surface of the paper. The size is 
decomposed and the resinous acid is dis- 
solved with, perhaps, a part of the alumina. 
Now the fibre, no longer being held together, 
is easily separated. 

When an attempt is made to disintegrate 
the fibres before the action of the soda is 
completed, one can easily see that they will be 
broken, furnishing a short fibre or washing out 
with the clay and ink. 

I am often asked how much soda should be 
used in the treatment of old paper. If an 
analysis is made and the amounts of oil and 
resin to be removed are found and the quan- 
tity of soda necessary is calculated, it is very

small. In order, however, to perform the 
work in a reasonable time an excess is 
necessary. 


Sometimes the paper maker finds in his 


paper when it is finished, ‘‘letters,” either in 


the form of words or isolated letters. He 
then persuades himself that he has not used 
enough soda. This is not the trouble. If 
there has been enough to soften the ink in 99 
per cent. of the paper, there has been enough 
for all. The trouble is mechanical. There 
has not been sufficient care in separating the 
paper before it goes into the soda solution, 
Sometimes there is a thick wad, or a number 
of leaves of a thick book are thrown in, 
sticking together. As the soda penetrates the 
mass, the soda is taken up by the outer layers 
(for cellulose has the power of withdrawing 
soda from its solution), and does not reach or 
act upon those within. During the washing 
the mass is disintegrated and the fibre is 
brushed out. The oil in the paper prevents 
this disintegration under each letter, but not 
affecting the space between the letters. These 
can be torn apart and make their appearance 
in the finished paper as ‘“‘ letters.” 


Soda can be used in one of two forms, as 
the carbonate (or soda ash) or hydrate (or 
caustic). Sometimes we find both forms in 
the same article. I do not think it any advan- 
tage to use a pure article of either, if this adds 
to the price. The ordinary impurities give no 
trouble. The active agent in each of them is 
the sodium. In the hydrate there is 57 per 
cent. and in the carbonate 43 per cent. of 
sodium. Thus, to perform the same work 
less of the hydrate is required than of the car- 
bonate. The chemical affinity of the hydrate 
is much stronger than that of the carbonate, 
for which reason less quantities than the 
equivalent proportions of sodium can be used.

for not only is the resin dissolved, but more 
or less of the accompanying alumina and the 


fibre is more easily brushed out. 


While cellulose is not seriously affected by 
dilute solutions, sodic hydrate or carbonate, 
strong solutions by long action will destroy, 
and even when the time of exposure is short 
the quality of the fibre is impaired—some 
dissolved and some rendered so friable that 
during the brushing it is broken into such 
short pieces as to impart no strength to the 
paper. 

When the soda is heated, less is required to 
do the work. It can easily be seen from these 
remarks that, in many ways besides the extra 
expenses of the soda, the less of this reagent 
used the better. 


In experiments made in my laboratory I 
have noticed that in the pulp which I have ob- 
tained by boiling old papers with soda, first- 
rate results have been secured with less than 
fifty pounds of the hydrate to the ton. I no- 
ticed that the pulp I obtain is much whiter 
than that from the same process in the mill. 
For some time I could not understand it, and 
thought that it might be due to the difference 
in stock. I tried every kind I could obtain, 
with the same result. When, however, I 
boiled the paper with small pieces of pine or 
spruce and soda, no washing could remove the 
yellow from the pulp. The yellow color of 
the pulp in the mill, I think, often comes from 
the action of the soda on the wood of the 
tanks in which it is boiled or washed. I for- 
got to mention that the vessels I used were 
either glass or of metal. 

Excess of soda also gives a yellow tint or 
brown, according to time, 
quantity of soda. 


temperature or 

Some makers, in order to strengthen their 
product, add hard stock. This is cellulose 
partly purified but still yellow. When this is 
treated with soda it turns yellow and colors 
other stock when in solution with it. This 
stock is added to the soda solution, giving 
trouble further on, inasmuch as it will require 
more bleach, the whole mass being, as I have 
said, colored. I think it would be much more 
economical to fully prepare the hard stock 
before it is added. 

Thorough washing is the most economical 
course now, for otherwise there is a loss in 
the bleach.

The wheels of commerce are no longer 
clogged with either the warm weather or 
vacations. The absent ones have returned to 
their usual haunts, looking well in the midst 
of the accumulations of business that have 
gathered during their absence.

Owing to the sporting events of the 
week, the bicycle tournament at Springfield, 
Mass., and the yacht race off New York, the 
former of local interest to the paper makers of 
Holyoke and vicinity, and the other of special 
interest to Bostonians, the minds of importers 
of paper stock and the attention of buyers are 
considerably mixed. For the time being busi- 
ness is slightly neglected, although Federal 
Street is anxious to make up for the loss in 
trade by a good wager on the Puritan, It 
seems to be a forlorn hope, however. 

Even the sporting business is subject to 
depressing influences, and the loss of the 
Genesta’s bowsprit by collision with the Puri- 
tan and the honorable action of the Genesta’s 
captain in refusing to take advantage of the 
foul have depressed the spirit of Bostonians to 
such an extent that the success of the Puritan 
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in the race would be accepted without that ex- 
ultation which would otherwise have accom- 
panied the event. Score one for the Genesta’s 
captain. 

The chemical market during the past week 
has been very favorable to dealers and much 
improved in magnitude of sales. The large 
arrivals of last week were quickly placed in 
consumers’ hands, and the supplies now held 
by importers are small. Bleaching powder is 
very firm, with a good jobbing demand, and 
quoted at 1.80c. to 1.85c. as per quantity and 
position. Caustic soda is quoted at 2.60c., to 
arrive, 25c. to 2.65c. from store; demand 
good. Quotations for soda ash are 1.45c. to 
1%c. ex dock.; 1.52%c. from store. Rosins 
and clay are without change in quotations, a 
fair demand being reported. 

The imports of paper stock for the week 
to date show an aggregate of 1,131 bales, 
classed as follows: 131 bales of rags, 438 
bales of paper stock, 125 bales of paper waste, 
370 bales old bagging and 24 coils old rope. 

Of chemicals the imports for the week in- 
clude 878 casks of bleaching powder, 450 
drums of caustic soda, 445 casks of soda ash, 
67 casks of refined alkali, and 280 barrels of 
soda crystals. 

The receipts of miscellaneous imports in- 
clude 95 bags of hide cuttings, 809 barrels of 
rosin, and 24 casks of Southern clay. 

The total imports of paper stock for the 
month of August just closed show receipts of 
1,201 bales of rags, 3,340 bales of paper stock, 
311 bales of old bagging, 571 coils of old rope, 
and 2,447 bundles of wood pulp, against the 
following receipts for the same month of last 
year: 6,508 bales of rags, 7,188 bales of pa- 
per stock, 185 bales of old bagging, 967 coils | 
of old rope, and 1,860 bundles of wood pulp. | 

The total imports of chemicals for August | 
of the present year show receipts of 1,864 
casks of bleaching powder, 1,250 drums of 
caustic soda, 2,366 casks of soda ash, and 980 
barrels of soda crystals, against the following 
receipts for August of last year: 3.154 casks | 
of bleaching powder, 2,461 drums of caustic | 
soda, 2,673 casks of soda ash, and 1,554 bar- | 
rels of soda crystals. 

B. F. French, of the late firm of Davenport 
& French, paper stock dealers, has entered 
the employ of Horace Dutton, paper stock | 
importer. Mr. Dutton’s personal attention is 
largely devoted to his foreign business and to 
his trade in Glen Falls lime and Piqua felts, 
and the object of Mr. French’s association 
with the house is to establish and develop a 
business in domestic paper stock. 

I. Pinckney Smith and Major Hersey, 
journalists, of New Orleans, reached Boston 
last week.. These gentlemen are press com- 
missioners representing the North, Central 
and South American Exposition, which opens 
in New Orleans on the roth of November 
next, and visit Boston for the purpose of in- 
teresting the manufacturers of this city and 
State in the exposition. The management of 
the North, Central and South American Ex- 
position, which enterprise is the outcome of 
the World’s Industrial and Cotton Centennial 
held in New Orleans last fall, intends to avail 
itself of the advantages which that enterprise 
developed, following up the same in a man- 
ner to be of lasting benefit to the commerce 
and industry of the United States. That the 
late Cotton Centennial at New Orleans has 
been of much benefit to many of the indus- 
trial concerns exhibited there is frankly ad- 
mitted, and although that exposition was a 
failure financially to the management, it has 
proved quite a success to many of the large 
exhibitors. 

As commissioner for Massachusetts to the 
North, Central and South American Exposi- 
tion, F. W. Sargent, of Boston, an old-time 
merchant of the city, has been appointed by 
the Governor at the suggestion of the visiting 
press commissioners. 

Mr. Sargent has located his office at 26 Bed- 
ford street, and is prepared to give such in- 
formation concerning the exposition as manu- 
facturers may desire.

He 
has had several years of personal experience 
right in this business, and at the late Cotton 
Centennial personally represented quite a num- 
ber of our leading manufacturers of textile 
goods. It can be said, in fact, that the large 
display made by the textile manufacturers of 
Massachusetts at that exposition was the result 
of Mr. Sargent’s personal efforts, who then 
acted solely in a private capacity. The bene- 
fits which have since been received by so many 
of the manufacturers whose interests were so 
well represented by Mr. Sargent are of such a 
nature that over half of them have already 
expressed their willingness to entrust other 
displays to him for the North, Central and 
South American Exposition. As an old Bos- 
ton merchant, fully informed concerning the 
manufacturing industries of Massachusetts 
and its commercial system, and knowing the 
commercial future possible for Boston if busi- 
ness relations with the countries of Central 
and South America can be opened, his ap- 
pointment as State Commissioner to the expo- 
sition is a valuable one. No better man could 
have been selected.

J.G. Ditman’s new quarters in Guy's Hotel, 
Seventh and Chestnut streets, are snug, finely 
furnished and convenient of access. Mr. Dit- 
man will find time enough from pressing busi- 
ness demands to take a flying trip soon to 
Chicago, St. Louis and the Northwest, where

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The Disinfection Business. 

The Board of Quarantine Commission- 
ers pursued their inquiry into the rag disinfec- 
tion question on Monday last. Among the 
firms represented were: W. H. Parsons & Co., 
M. A. Ring, Jr., H. J. Baker & Co., Lewy 
Brothers, Lockwood & McClintock, Meyer & 
Co., Rubens Brothers, John H. Lyon & Co., 
Augustine Smith & Co., and Fett & Sengstek. 

Mr. Faris, of H. J. Baker & Co., said that 
his engineer was present in person, if anybody 
desired to ask him any questions. Nobody 
did. 

‘‘I wish to say a word,” said M. A. Ring, 
Jr. ‘* While I was in company with Mr. 
Robinson, of Manchester, England, and Mr. 
Rose, we were approached by a gentleman 
who owned three-tenths of the Steam Disin- 
fecting Company, who offered to sell us the 
right to disinfect in England for a certain 
amount. He also made the statement before 
the three of us that the rags could be disinfec- 
ted at a profit, the charge to be $1 per ton. 
We are prepared to substantiate these facts. I 
can give you the name of the gentleman, but 
not the address, as there seems to be some 
doubt as to the latter.”

Mr. Lockwood —The whole matter was sub- 
mitted to Dr. Smith, and he was to report last 
Friday, but he has not made any report as yet. 

Commissioner Judd—I understand that a 
gentleman connected with the National Board 
of Health has written a letter— 

Mr. Lockwood—Yes, sir. 

Commissioner Judd—Which has been sent 
to the health officer, stating that the sulphur 
process was satisfactory. 

Mr. Lockwood—That was done. 

Commissioner Judd—It seems to me that it 
is a matter of justice to the merchants that the 
new company should state some rates. 

Mr. Lockwood—We will as soon as 
Smith makes his report. 

Mr. Bartlett said that it was a very curious 
state of affairs. Here was a new company 
organized to do certain work, and although 
one of its incorporators was present he could 
not state what the company proposed to 
charge.

It is said that the imports of paper 
into British India from Europe have been 
falling off very much this year. Good 
news and writing papers are now turned 
out by well appointed mills at Calcutta, 
Lucknow, Gwalior and Bombay, and the 
industry is said to be rapidly developing. 
The managers and foremen are Euro- 
peans, but the operatives are all native. 
With cheap raw material and wages, cir- 
cumstances are so favorable that it-is sur- 
prising that the manufacture of the better 
grades of paper has been delayed so long 
in India. Wrapping paper was made in 
the localities named long ago, and only of 
late years has white paper become an 
article of manufacture which promises to 
become largely entered into. 

THE disputants of the disinfecting 
question are still fencing with each other.

OnE of the incidents indicative of the 
prosperous condition of the paper trade in 
Germany is furnished by the “Winter” 
paper mills at Altkloster, which had to 
shut down two years ago because of the 
failure of the parties operating it. These 
mills were turned over to a stock com- 
pany, and have prospered so well that a 
five per cent. dividend on the original 
shares and a seven per cent. dividend on 
the additional shares issued have been 
declared for the year ended July 31. This 
advance is said to be largely due to capa- 
ble management and the decreased cost 
of rags and chemicals; but it is at the 
same time evident that the production of 
the mill has been well sustained and 
profitably disposed of. And in other re- 
spects the German paper trade has been 
prosperous, the exports of paper from 
Germany during 1884 being valued at 
83,400,000 marks, against 79,300,000 for 
the year preceding, while the imports de- 
clined from 14,900,000 marks in 1883 to 
13,500,000 in 1884. 





QUITE an interesting question is sug- 
gested by an occurrence this week which 
will be found reported. Suppose that 
the parties controlling the only disinfect- 
ing plant now capable of operation should 
refuse to perform the work for any or all 
of the importers, what recourse would 
the trade have, and how would they get 
goods passed with the visé of the Health 
Officer? It will be seen from the state- 
ment made in another column that there 
was a distinct refusal to disinfect a lot of 
rags unless the owners of the goods en- 
tered into an agfeement to certify that 
the disinfection was satisfactory. This 
is a phase of the business which has not 
| developed before, and it seems to us to 
be a high-handed proceeding. It is true 
that this refusal was afterward modified 
to the extent of sending notice that the 
parties controlling the disinfecting ap- 
paratus would “prefer not” to do the 
work, except such a certificate was fur- 
nished ; but this does not excuse the de- 
| mand so audaciously made. This is an- 
other instance of the ill-use to which 
a monopoly can be put, and of injury 
which can be done to trade under cover 
of lawful authority.

Trade Talks. 


D. M. Judd, Quarantine Commissioner.—The | 
course of the matter of the disinfection of rags, | 


so far as the cost is concerned, seems to me to 
be only a repetition of what was formerly the 


charge made for the fumigation of ships, which | 


was fully brought out by the Legislative com- 
mittee which examined into Quarantine some 
years ago. For instance, here is a bill rend- 
ered against the ship Hamilton Fish, where 
the charge for ‘‘ fumigation of vessel” is $50. 
On the investigation before the committee, 
Dr. Theodore Walser, who was connected with 


Quarantine for fourteen years as assistant phy- | 


sician and deputy health officer, testified on 
February 21, 1872, that the ordinary cost of 
fumigating a vessel was from ten to fifteen 
cents, while one man could fumigate fifty ves- 
selsinaday. The idea of charging $5,000 for 
disinfecting a cargo of rags is absurd. The 
other day I said that it was ‘‘ highway piracy,” 
but the stenographer of the board reproduced 
it as ‘‘ very high price.” By the way, Dr. 
Smith testified before the commissioners that 
he was satisfied with the sulphur process, and 
he so stated, not only in the presence of the 
board, but of a number of witnesses. I| 
examined the stenographer’s minutes and 
I cannot find any such testimony. It is 
not in the testimony as written out, 
You look at the minutes.

“What a Paper Maker Saw in His Dream.” 
To the Editor of The Journal : ; 

I had a dream the other night, which is a 
very rare thing for paper makers, as they 


have not much time for that kind of business | 


in these days of all work and no play. But 
this night I refer to it seems that I did have 
time to dream. I think it must have been my 
long tour off. I thought that I was in the 
‘*Far West.” I had traveled over mountain 


trails and through canyons ; I came to a road | 


which looked to me more like civilization, and 
wended my way down it until I came to a 
small settlement, where the first thing that 
met my gaze was a sign over a small but neat 
building, which read ‘* Paper Makers’ Retreat.” 
On entering I was received very cordially by 
the landlord, whom I found to be an ex-paper 
maker. While sitting on the veranda having 
a social chat with him, he informed me that 
since the last outbreak that drove all the Chi- 
namen out of the country the superintendent 
had turned his attention to improvements for 
economy and comfort. By the way, here he 
comes. After an introduction he invited me 
| over to the mill. As we were on our way he 


remarked that, not having a chance to see the | 
. . . . | 
| improvements in other mills, he had done his | 


| best to improve that mill. We first went into 
from dust. While standing in amaze, view- 
ing the improved machinery as it ran noise- 
lessly, he said: ‘‘ You see that, by this device, 
| the bale is brought from the stock-house, 
dropped in front of the duster, opened and 
| fed to the duster, all automatically ; by this 
device (pointing to a peg in the floor), when 
one bale is nearly gone an electric bell rings, 
which notifies the man in the stock-house to 
send another bale. Here is a machine for 
cleaning stock, which takes all buttons, hooks- 
and-eyes or any heavy metals and deposits 
them in that box ; the light dust is taken with 
the other from duster and cutter and deposited 
in that building there if redusting is required, 
if not by changing that gate it is deposited in 
that cellar or pit, where all of the wash-water 
and liquor from the bleaches -settle, making 
good manure, which the farmers readily buy. 
You perceive that after the stock leaves that 
machine it travels on a carrier into this room.” 
He then opened the door, and as we went in I 
Saw two ladies sitting one on each side of the 
apron. I say ‘‘ladies” because they were 
dressed neatly and clean, so much unlike the 
rag-sorters whom I have been in the habit of 
seeing. 
He then said: ‘‘ With this help you see here 
and our improved machinery running eight 





the rag-room, which was very clean and free | 


hours per day we do more work than we did 
| with sixteen Chinamen.” We passed into the 
cutter-room where two cutters were running, 
both fed automatically ; from the cutters into 
| the rag-boilers it was the same. We went 
| down to the bleach-room. The superintend- 
ent remarked : ‘‘You see by this device that 
as the rotary empties it deposits the stock in 
one of those bins, and after laying there the. 
| proper time a similar device takes it to the 
| washer.” 

We then went to the engine-room. It was 
small, with no space for a string of old tubs, 
for washers and beaters, and I soon saw that 
there was no use for them, as a steady stream 
of stock was coming on a carrier, passing 
through a machine where it was washed, 
drawn out and bleached and passed into a 
drainer, and when one drainer was full by a 
simple device the gate changed to another, 
and after staying in the drainer a suitable 

| time the half-stuff was brought to the beater 

with a carrier similar to that which brought 
the rags to the washer, and there the stuff was 
washed out, beat and sized and passed to the 
stuff-chest. I saw one man sitting in that 
room and the superintendent informed me 
that he was drainer-tender, helper and en- 
gineer all combined ; ‘‘ in fact, with our im- 
| provements, he dues the same work that four 
men did in the old way.” I saw no rakes or 
stirring sticks, as none were needed. 

We passed into the machine room, and in- 
troducing me to the machine-tender, he de- 
parted. I conversed with the machine-ten- 
der without any trouble, as there was no noise 
as in other machine rooms. He sat in an 
easy chair, and by his side was a fixture of 

| bells and bell-pulls, of which I afterward 
| learned the use. The machine looked odd to 
me. While gazing at the paper traveling so 
| swiftly over a machine running so noiselessly, 
the machine-tender attracted my attention to 
the stuff-box. Hesaid: ‘‘ You see that this 
arrangement regulates the stuff and keeps the 
paper of uniform weight; whatever it is set 
for it cannot vary, as those electric wires are 
| So sensitive. Should there be any variation 
in the pulp or should the chest get low, one of 
those bells will ring the alarm. And here is 
| Our screen; it is called the ‘ Reliable ;’ it is 
noiseless and self-cleaning; it works like a 
charm. You see that this,” pointing to an ar- 
rangement on the apron board, ‘‘ regulates 
the pond or flow on the apron; it works to 
perfection. You see that we use no top 
eoucher, and what was the bottom coucher is 
now a suction-box, and in starting up on 
Monday morning, as that is the only time we 
do start unless some accident occurs, the same 
arrangement throws the paper from the wire 
on the felt, and a similar arrangement carries 
the paper from the felt to the dryers and from 
there through the calenders and to the cutter. 
You see that we have noreels. As the paper 
| passes through the cutter it is counted and 
folded and carried to the finishing room, where 
| itis tied up automatically. You see those 
| wires at various places on the machine? 
| They regulate the tension of both the paper 
| and drying felts. We do not have to stop to 
| change size or wash the felts, as our felts are 
| washed by suction.” 
Not hearing the usual clatter of pumps, I 
| inquired if the pumps were inthe cellar. He 
| told me that pumps were ‘‘ among the things 
| of old, as we can cause a vacuum which is 
| more easily regulated and at a great deal less 
| expense.” A look at the back side of the ma- 
chine showed me that there were no gears or 
belts, but that all was driven by friction. 
| Passing into the finishing-room I saw a 
| table on which the paper was tied. Just as I 
| got interested in its working a knock came at 
| my door and a feminine voice called. ‘‘ Break- 
| fast!” 
Those sights left my eyes, but not my mind, 
for I think I saw the paper mill of the near 
| future. a.

The accidental death of Thomas H. Brown, 
Jr., of the firm of Brown, Pettibone & Kelly, 
Chicago, is announced. 

Mr. Brown and his wife, with two friends, 
were traveling in a carriage to Manchester, 
Vt., and stopped at Putney on the Ist inst. to 
He visited the Eagle 
paper mill at Putney in the evening, and 
while looking at the water-wheel lost his 
balance and fell into the wheel, by which he 


was carried around for several minutes before 


it was stopped. When taken out it was found 
that his skull had been fractured, and death 
resulted soon after. 

Mr. Brown was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., in 
1843, and had been a resident of Chicago for 
many years, and was at one time connected 
with the firm of Culver, Page, Hoyne & Co., 
afterwards becoming the senior member of the 
firm of Brown, Pettibone & Kelly, stationers, 
paper dealers, &c.

THE MONEY MARKET.—“ Bears” are 
again in control of the stock market and 
values are depressed 4@1%c. on the leading 
shares. Funds are still exclusively abundant, 
while lenders have less difficulty in obtaining 
current rates, and, as the offerings of commer- 
cial paper increase under the improvement in 
fall trade, the outlook for better rates naturally 
strengthens. Call loans rule 1@1¥% per cent. 
and mercantile paper is quoted as follows: 
First-class double-named, sixty days, 34@4 
per cent.; four months, 4@4% per cent.; do., 
single-named, sixty days, 4@5 per cent., four 
months, 5@6 per cent. and good do., two and 
four months, 6@7 per cent. Owing to a 
scarcity of commercial bills there was an ad- 
vance in sterling, at which it is steady. Posted 
rates closed at 4.83%c. for sixty day and 
$4.85%4c. for demand. Actual rates were as 
follows: Sixty days’, 4.8244@4.83; demand, 
4.8444@4.85c. ; cables, 4.8436@4.85 4 ; com- 
mercial bills, 4.80344 @4.814{. Continental bills 





were very dull. Francs, 5.23%@5.22% and 
5.20%@5.20; reichsmarks, 94%@94% and 
95@95 4 ; guilders, 4o@40% and 40% @4o%. 
Governments were firm and reported sales 
were $50,000 4s, registered, 1907, at 122%c.; 
$40,000 4s, coupon, 1907, at 123'%c. and 10, 
000 38, at 103%c. Railroads are moderately 
active and generally weak. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—Heretofore trade 
in the paper market has been fitful, and a day 
or two of moderate activity would be followed 
by two orthree days of extreme dullness. Now 
an improvement is apparent in that orders come 
in steadier, each day making about the same 
showing as its near neighbors, and the total 
movement of goods is larger. True, orders 
are for small quantities and no large sales are 
to be noted, but the tone is healthier and more 
cheerful. Good reports are heard from a 
number of manufacturers, whose sole com- 
plaint is that prices are very low. Writ- 
ings are in fair movement, and remain 
unchanged as to value. Book papers are still 
weak, although in somewhat improved de- 
mand, while News is holding its own. Ma- 
nillas have stiffened a little, but no actual 
advance has been made. Should the demand 
grow sufficiently, however, it is probable that 
figures will be lifted. Straw Boards are in fair 
request and the new prices are fully main- 
tained, even by mills outside of the company. 
The Union Straw Board Company is con- 
stantly growing, and will hold its first quar- 
terly meeting at Akron, Ohio, during the 
coming month. Straw Wrappingsare doing a 
fair trade, and the export movement continues 
with the light weights. Prices as a rule are 
steady. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market has been 
steady for Jute Butts, with considerable sales 
for shipment up to January at 1 11-16@1Xc., 
the market closing strong at 1 13-16c. asked 
and 1 11-16c. bid. The Calcutta market has 
advanced, and cost of import is now over 
1c. for paper. There have been consider- 
able sales of Bagging Butts at quotations. 
We note on spot sales of about 3,500 bales 
paper quality at 1344@1 13-16c. from store, 
and 1 11-16c. from ship; 1c. is freely of- 
fered, but holders are firm at 1 11-16@1Xc. 
on dock and 14{@t%e. ex-store. Shipments 
are light, and there will be a continually di- 
minishing stock until January 1. On Satur- 
day last the Forrest Hall arrived from Chitta- 
gong with 15,250 bales of butts, all but 5,000 
bales being to manufacturers.

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.

but it is not as lively as it should be,” are 
some of the remarks one hears among the 
stock men. Business is better and more 
goods are moving, but, of course, there is no 


semblance of a boom. There is, however, a

steady trade, orders being mostly for small 
lots. Prices are low and unsatisfactory and 
do not seem to develop any upward tendency. 
The question of disinfection, however, is 
booming, and there have been two field days 
before the Quarantine Commissioners this 
week. A new phase of the controversy 
developed on Thursday, when the _per- 
sons who do the disinfecting declined 
to do the work for one importing house 
unless an agreement was signed stat- 
ing that the process was _ satisfactory, 
The importer did not sign the agree- 
ment, and the ‘‘ disinfectors” then said that 
they did not ‘‘ decline,” but preferred not to 
do the work. The case was laid before the 
Quarantine Commissioners yesterday. Dr, 
Smith has communicated with President

another test before he renders his decision, 
President Driggs states that the Health Officer 
favors the sulphur process, but desires to act 
cautiously.

cost, and as to the engine, which he placed at 


per cent. of the actual 


$1,000, he was within 56 per cent. of its cost, 
as the speaker was prepared to show by bills 
and affidavits. It was therefore fair to assume 
that the engineer was at least 60 per cent. out 
of the way when he said that the work could 
be done for $1.50 per ton. It had been stated 
that cholera could be transmitted by rags, 
when the fact was there were plenty of cases. 

Augustine Smith—Give us one that is au- 
thenticated. 

E. B. Bartlett—There is one authenticated 
by George Sternberg. 

Augustine Smith—He writes about a case 
which was mentioned twenty years ago in 
Switzerland. 

Mr. Bartlett then continued his remarks and 
said that various prices had been named before 
the commissioners, ranging from 60 cents to 
$2.10 per ton, and then added: *‘ There sits a 
gentleman with 1,300 bales of rags. I will 
not disinfect them and lose money. He says, 
what are you going to charge? He says that 
the commissioners have the right to fix the 
price, and I say that I must hear from them 
before I touch the rags.” 

Commissioner Platt—If you cannot do them 
for less than $4.45 it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence what price the commissioners fix. 

E. B. Bartlett—I will say further we will 
not disinfect one bale of rags for less than $5 
perton. That I would like to have fully re- 
ported. In the second place, if the merchants 
desire our services as disinfectors and will 
meet us in a fair way, in the same kind of a 
way that we do when we sell merchandise and 
will confer with us, we will try to arrange a 
scale to suit them, but as long as they pursue 
the policy they are pursuing they cannot have 
the service for less than $5 per ton. 

Commissioner Platt—Why does the present 
policy affect the price ? 

E. B. Bartlett—Some of these very gentle- 
men who are fighting the matter have appeared 
before the Secretary of the Treasury in past 
months and have stated to him, as I am pre- 
pared to show by affidavits, that they are satis- 
fied with the price, that it was a fair price. 
These are now the same who are so thoroughly 
dissatisfied with the price. 

In response to a comment by Commissioner 
Platt that perhaps the quantity disinfected had 
some bearing on the cost, Mr. Bartlett said 
that it had. Of 12,000 tons of rags which had 
arrived, he had disinfected 560. The rest 
were disinfected on the other side, and having 
produced the proper papers were admitted. 

Commissioner Platt said that it was stated 
that very few rags had passed Quarantine 
which had been disinfected on the other side. 

Mr. Bartlett said that since January 1, 120,- 
ooo bales had arrived, of which 18,000 had 
been disinfected by steam here. The rest had 
certificates of disinfection from the other side. 
Surely on such a showing there was a large 
amount of smoke and little fire. ‘‘ I am willing 

. to confer with the merchants and make a less 
price than $5 per ton.” Referring then to the 
statement of Mr. Ring, Mr. Bartlett said, after 
stating that steam would kill any germs: 
‘*The gentleman said that Mr. Stone offered 
him the European patent at a price. I don't 
know anything about it, for 1 am not inter- 
ested. I would say that if I was in their place, 
and they can buy it, there is more money in 
that than in any patent of sulphur that our 
friends propose to give us.” 

Mr. Meyer said that he had disinfected 3,500 
bales in Japan at a cost of eighty cents per ton, 
including the cost of the plant, since the steam 
company had begun work. 

The discussion again drifted to Mr. Howe 
and the figures prepared by him, and speaking 
as to him Mr. Bartlett said: ‘‘ I should like to 
meet him before the board and before these 
other gentlemen. If he says that it only cost 
sixty cents, I would like to know what became 
of all that money that was spent for disinfec- 
tion at Quarantine.” 


Those present evidently saw a point which

before scientific men. 
Dr. Billings has written an opinion on our 
process, which we consider very satisfactory. 
That report has been sent to Dr. Smith. We 
are simply incorporated. We are not ready 
for business. We are waiting for the consent 
of the Health Officer of the Port of New 
York. I took particular pains to see a num- 
ber of our stockholders, and ask them to give 
an intelligent{opinion as to the prices to be 
charged, and there seems to be a great differ- 
ence of opinion. We have not had a practical 
test of disinfecting any quantity of rags, and 
we would prefer to wait until we get the con- 
sent of the health officer. 

Commissioner Platt—Do I understand you 
to say that the doctor has passed upon the 
process ? 

Mr. Driggs—He has not 
opinion. That is the trouble. 

Commissioner Platt—I understood him to 
say at the first meeting that he was favorably 
inclined toward the process. Mr. Judd says 
that he said it was satisfactory. 

Mr. Driggs—He has given the company 
cause to feel that way. 

Mr. Ring said that he Had rags on the way, 
and he would like to have the board fix a 
price, as it was important that he should 
know what it was going to cost. 

A. G. Nye—I have a disinfectant of which 
I am willing to give atest at any time. I can 
kill the germ of any disease carried in rags, 
and I can and would do it for 85 cents a ton. 

Mr. Einstein, counsel for De Castro & Co. 
—What is your process ? 

Mr. Nye—It is a liquid, which I force in by 
hydraulic pump. I used it in California and 
Oregon, disinfecting rags in bulk, when they 
had the small-pox scare in 1871. 

W. B. McKenzie showed a model of the 
steam disinfecting box, and said that he would 
agree to furnish any quantity of them at $150 
each. He also said that he adhered to his 
original statement as to the cost of the plant 
and as to the cost of disinfecting—$1.50 per 
ton. 

Mr. Bartlett—Are you prepared to do the 
work at Quarantine for $1.50 per ton, patent 
given you for nothing, you to furnish the 
plant ? 

Mr. McKenzie—I think I could.

Mr, Driggs said that they had been furnished 
with a notice of infringement, but after ex- 
amining the patents they failed to see any in- 
fringement, to which Mr. Bartlett replied that 
if the process was to scatter the rags upon 
racks, he would not seek to enjoin them. 

Augustine Smith (to Commissioner Platt)— 
You were good enough to tell me the other 
day that the health officer was to select the 
process and that the commissioners were to 
fix the price. 

Commissioner Platt—As I understand it, 
yes, sir. 

Mr. Smith—Suppose the health officer se- 
lected a patent process which was injurious to | 
the rags; would the person who owned the 
rags have any redress if he submitted the rags 
to that process ? 

Commissioner Platt—That would be a ques- 
tion for counsel. 

Mr. Smith—Suppose the commissioners fix 
the price and the person who does the disin- 
fecting refuses to accept it, what will we do? 

Commissioner Platt—We will wait until such 
a case arises. We would not want to decide 
upon a suposititious case. 

Mr. Smith—If the health officer sélects a 
process and it is not acceptable, have we the 
right of appeal to this board ? 

Commissioner Platt said that they would 
submit the question to their counsel and ob- 
tain an opinion on the question.
